Tba following is bis speech in 
full ; — Illustrious, noble, and loyal gentlemen, 
of both Houses of Diet: now that I see as- 
sembled around me, representatives of the 
country; my heart impels me to o.'iprcss : 
(irat ol all, from this placo, my own and my 
people's thanks, for God's gracious goodness, 
which has assisted Prussia amidst heavy, 
but successful sacrifices, not only in averting 
irom our frontiers tbe dangers of hostilities, 
but enabling our country, by rapid victory, to 
ndd fresh laurels to its inberitod fame, to 
smooth tbe course for the national develop- 
muiit ol Germany. Accompanied by tbo 
visible blessing of God, tbo part of tbo na- 
tion capable of bearing arms, oulbusiastically 
obeyed the summoose to a eaored Blrug(;lu 
for tbe Indepeodeaoe of the father-laud. 
Our heroic army supported by a few, btit 
faithtul allies, advanced from suooess to soo 
coaa, from victory to victory, in the east and 
wost. Much precious blood has been shod, 
and the oountry mourns tho loss of many 
bravo men who died aa berooB, in the flush 
of triumph, until our standard muvos along 
tho line azteodiog from tba Oarpatbian to 
tho Rhine.
